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ABSTRACT 

The After-School Alliance assessed the impact of a $400 
million cut to the 21st Century Community Learning Centers program proposed 
by. President George W. Bush for fiscal year 2004. The assessment determined 
the effect the proposed cut would have on the availability of after-school 
programs in each of the 50 states and the District of Columbia. Where 
available, analysis of the state's ability to meet the current demand for 
after-school program grants was also assessed. The data show that the demand 
for 21st Century after-school programs far exceeds the resources available. 
In fact, among the 31 states reporting 2002 grant data, 75 percent of 
applicants' funding requests had to be denied. Without doubt, the 40 percent 
budget cut proposed by the president would widen this gap significantly. At 
the proposed $600 million budget level, program growth would halt, and many 
21st Century after-school programs across all 50 states would be forced to 
close, leaving more than 550,000 children without access to after-school 
programs.

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Afterschool in America Today 



I n America today, more than 28 million children have parents who work outside the 
home. 1 As many as 15 million children have no place to go once the school day 
ends. 2 Increasingly, communities are turning to afterschool programs as a needed 
resource. They rely on these programs to keep kids safe, help working families and 
provide children with opportunities to learn and grow. 

According to the law enforcement community, the afterschool hours are when youth are 
most at risk. Juvenile crime triples between the hours of 3 p.m. and 6 p.m. 3 Studies 
show that students who spend no time in extracurricular activities are 49 percent more 
likely to use drugs and 37 percent more likely to become teen parents than those who 
spend one to four hours per week in extracurricular activities. 4 

Beyond keeping kids safe, afterschool programs are helping kids learn new skills and 
perform better in school. Studies show that students involved in afterschool programs 
get better grades, attend school more and have improved behavior. They also express 
greater hopes for the future and more interest in school. 5 Students participating in a 
statewide afterschool program in California improved their standardized test scores 
(SAT-9) in both reading and math by percentages almost twice that of other students. 
These afterschool participants also had better school attendance. 6 In New York, 84 
percent of principals with afterschool programs provided by The After-School 
Corporation reported that the program had improved the overall effectiveness of the 
school. 7 

Parents and educators also report that afterschool programs provide less quantifiable 
but equally important benefits, such as giving youth opportunities to build relationships 
with caring adults and relieving some of the stress and worry that working parents 
experience. 

Afterschool programs are increasingly popular among parents and nonparents alike. 

Nine in ten voters (90 percent) think that all children should have access to afterschool 
programs. 8 Nationally, more than 50 percent of teens wish there were more 
community- or neighborhood-based programs available after school. Two-thirds of 
those surveyed said they would participate in such programs if they were available. 9 

In fact, the demand for afterschool programs far outpaces the supply available. Two- 
thirds of Americans report that finding a program is difficult. 10 The number of 
elementary and middle school parents who want afterschool programs is twice the 
number of programs that are currently available. 11 And a recent survey of 86 cities 
found that just 35 percent of the afterschool need is being met. 12 



Lawmakers Respond with Federal Afterschool Program 

Recognizing the need for quality, affordable afterschool programs in America, 
lawmakers created the federal afterschool program known as the 21 st Century 
Community Learning Centers initiative. The initiative, which provides grants to 
communities for afterschool programs, was launched at the U.S. Department of 
Education in 1997. Today, 21 st Century Community Learning Centers represent a 
$1 billion program serving 1.3 million children across the country. Funds are awarded 
to communities through a grant process administered by state education agencies. 

In early 2002, President Bush signed into law the No Child Left Behind Act, which 
reauthorized the program and set out several new guidelines for 21 st Century 
Community Learning Centers. The law states that grantees "may use the award funds 
to carry out a broad array of before and after school activities (including during summer 
recess periods) that advance student academic achievement." The list includes: 

(1) remedial education activities and academic enrichment learning programs, 
including providing additional assistance to students to allow the students to 
improve their academic achievement; 

(2) mathematics and science education activities; 

(3) arts and music education activities; 

(4) entrepreneurial education programs; 

(5) tutoring services (including those provided by senior citizen volunteers) and 
mentoring programs; 

(6) programs that provide after school activities for limited English proficient 
students that emphasize language skills and academic achievement; 

(7) recreational activities; 

(8) telecommunications and technology education programs; 

(9) expanded library service hours; 

(10) programs that promote parental involvement and family literacy; 

(11) programs that provide assistance to students who have been truant, 
suspended, or expelled to allow the students to improve their academic 
achievement; and 

(12) drug and violence prevention programs, counseling programs, and character 
education programs. 

Eligible entities include local education agencies (such as school districts), community- 
based organizations and faith-based groups. 

The No Child Left Behind Act also authorized funding for the initiative through fiscal 
year 2007. However, those funding levels have not been supported in 2002 and 2003 
appropriations bills. (See Table 1) For fiscal year 2004, President Bush has 
recommended a 40 percent budget cut to the 21 st Century Community Learning Centers 
program, reducing its budget from $1 billion to $600 million.

Assessing Afterschool Demand vs. Supply 

To assess the impact of the $400 million cut to the 21 st Century Community Learning 
Centers program proposed by President Bush, the Afterschool Alliance used guidelines 
set out in the No Child Left Behind Act and data from the U.S. Department of 
Education. The Budget Charts included in this report illustrate the effect the cut would 
have on the availability of funds and the subsequent effect on programs, nationally and 
in each of the 50 states and the District of Columbia. Funding formulas from fiscal year 
2002 were used to determine how much each state would receive in 2004 under three 
possible budgets: 

• The President's proposed $600 million. 

• Flat funding at $1 billion. + 

• The full $1.75 billion authorized under No Child Left Behind. 

The funding pool from which each state's projected allocation was drawn did not 
include appropriations for tribes and territories and did not include a 1 percent 
administrative set-aside. The other figures on these charts are estimates of how many 
children would have afterschool programs available to them under each funding level. 
Those projections are based on the U.S. Department of Education's estimated cost of 
$700 per student for a typical 21 st Century program and also do not include the tribal, 
territory and administrative allocations. Therefore, these national estimates of the 
number of children covered by the funds only include children in the 50 states and the 
District of Columbia. 



f This is the amount Congress approved for the 21 st CCLC program in FY 2003 before it adopted a .65 
percent across-the-board spending cut for all domestic programs, bringing the actual allocation to 
$993,500,000. 



The Gap Charts offer the most recent data on the 21 st Century Community Learning 
Centers grant awards and applications by state for fiscal year 2002. These charts 
measure how well the program is meeting the current demand for afterschool programs 
nationally and in each state. At the time this report went to print, 31 states had 
submitted their grant information to the Alliance. Each state chooses its own time 
frame for applicants to submit proposals, and many states have not yet completed the 
process. Each state's chart, based on the difference between funds available and funds 
requested, estimates how many children are being left without afterschool programs 
that their communities could have provided if requests had been fully funded. 

Demand Outpaces Supply; Proposed Cut Would Widen Gap in 
Every State 

A review of the data illustrates that the demand for 21 st Century afterschool programs 
far exceeds the resources available, even at the current funding level of $1 billion. In 
fact, among the 31 states reporting 2002 grant data, 75 percent of applicants' funding 
requests were denied. These 31 states received a total of $188.4 million for their grant 
allocations, but they received $767.7 million in requests from communities wanting 
afterschool programs. The largest gaps were found in Minnesota and Mississippi, where 
available funds met only 8 percent and 9 percent of requests, respectively. Thus far, 
no state has been able to meet the needs of all the programs that submitted grant 
applications. 

Without doubt, the 40 percent budget cut proposed by President Bush would widen this 
gap significantly. At the proposed $600 million budget level, program growth would 
halt, and many 21 st Century afterschool programs across all 50 states would be forced 
to close their doors. More than 550,000 children would lose access to afterschool 
programs. 

In a recent poll, voters expressed concern about the unmet need for afterschool 
programs. Six in ten voters (63 percent) said they are worried that there will not be 
new afterschool programs, and that some existing programs may have to reduce their 
services or close their doors if no new federal funds are allocated. 13 If Congress adopts 
President Bush's budget proposal for the 21 st Century Community Learning Centers 
program, this worry would become a reality in communities across the country.
